INTERMEDIATE   LEAGUE   MATCHES 
The  School  vs.  The  Victoria  High  School 

The  1st  XV.  played  their  first  match  of  the  season  against  the 
Victoria  High  School  on  XTovember  5th.  at  our  grounds.

I'ond.  the  .star 
forward  of  the  High  School,  managed  to  get  the  ball  and  dashed  down 
the  field,  to  be  stopped  by  Aivazofif  with  a  very  fine  tackle.  Clarke, 
Bonar  and  Gammon  broke  up  many  rushes  by  good  .tackling.  The  High 
School  scored  their  try  when  Webster  made  a  fine  run  down  the  side 
line  and  scored.  The  kick  at  goal  failed.  A  few  minutes  later  one  of 
the  High  School  men  was  injured.  The  1st  X\'.  worked  verv  hard 
for  the  rest  of  the  first  half,  tackling,  kicking  and  passing  well.  Clarke 
made  a  fine  rush  and  passed  tcj  P)onar  who  made  our  first  try.  Aivazofif 
had  very  hard  luck  in  not  putting  the  ball  over  from  a  very  dif^cult 
angle.

HINEMOA,  THE    DREAM   CITY 

As  one  sits  aboard  the  happ}'  little  boat  that  threads  its  way 
through  narrow  passages,  where  the  huge  cliffs  overhang  and  threaten 
to  fall  upon  it.  on  the  way  to  Hinemoa.  there  is  something  in  the  very 
atmosphere  that  breeds  content  and  peaceftilness.  The  l)lue  water 
gradually  changes  to  the  deeper  hue  of  the  hills  and  mountains,  that 
tower  on  all  sides.  l{ven  the  notes  of  the  sea-gulls  ha\e  k)St  their  harsh 
tones,  and  sound  pleasant  and  musical. 

The  steamer  takes  another  swing,  and.  with  startling  suddenness, 
you  see  the  little  town  in  the  distance.  The  one  fact  that  strikes  all 
observers  at  first  is.  that  all  seems  to  be  laid  out  in  almost  fairy-like 
style.  Each  building  seems  to  have  its  place  in  the  sky-line,  and  at  no 
place  is  there  anything  which  appears  to  be  in  the  wrong  position.  From 
the  water  it  can  be  seen  that  Hinemoa  is  built  upon  a  gradual  incline 
that  finally  joins  the  mountains.  On  account  of  this,  you  can  see 
practically  the  whole  city  at  one  glance,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  happy 
absence  of  all  smoke  and  dirty  haze,  that  so  often  spoils  the  entire  effect. 

As  we  draw  nearer,  the  scene  grows  more  clear,  and  the  waterfront 
shows  us  many  interesting  things.  We  are  just  passing  a  yacht  club, 
with  numerous  little  white  boats  lying  at  anchor.  A  few  are  just  about 
to  set  out.  their  huge  sail  eagerly  flapping  to  catch  the  first  breath  of 
air.  Many  beautiful  houses  are  situated  near  the  shore,  with  the  long 
green  strips  of  grass  running  down  to  the  water.  A  few  people  are 
sporting  in  the  waves,  lending  to  the  happy  peacefulness  of  the  scene. 
A  small  speed  boat,  with  a  terrific  exhaust,  comes  rushing  out  from  the 
harbour,  and.  after  describing  a  quick  and  saucy  circle,  steadies  down 
to  a  more  sedate  speed,  and  solemnly  proceeds  to  escort  us  into  the 
harbour.  Our  attention,  however,  is  soon  attracted  by  a  closer  view 
i)\  the  \\aterfront.  No  dirty  wharves  are  a  blot  on  the  landscape,  onlv 
clean,  neat-looking  docks  greet  the  e}es.  and  beyond  them,  there  are 
no  noisy  factories,  nothing  l)ut  singularl_\"  clean-looking  Iniildings. 

Further  up.  above  these,  one  sees  the  residential  district,  all  neat 
and  carefully  laid  out.  But  above  these  puny  man-made  eflforts  of 
beauty,  through  a  mystic  purple  haze,  lies  Nature's  workmanship — two 
huge  snow-capped  mountains  side  by  side,  uttering  defiance  to  all  the 
world — the  watch-dogs  of  Hinemoa.

THE  HOLMENHOL  RUN 

The  day  set  for  the  Holmenhol  Run  was  December  27th,  and  I. 
like  many  others,  looked  forward  to  that  day  with  much  interest.  The 
Holmenhol  Run.  as  it  is  called,  is  an  annual  international  event  which 
is  held  upon  a  large  frozen  fiord  near  Hammerfest.  Norway.  In  this 
event  Norwegians  and  Swedes  contest  for  a  shield  which  is  awarded 
to  the  nation  winning  the  greater  number  of  points.

In  a  few  minutes  the_\'  were  lined  up 
ready  for  the  start.  All  of  a  sudden  a  general  commotion  was  visible 
among  the  Norwegian  supporters.  I  asked  one  of  them  the  cause,  and 
was  told  that  Narve  Matheson.  their  best  man,  was  missing.  But 
there  was  no  time  for  delay.  The  race  must  be  run,  and  night  was 
approaching.  Just  then  a  man  was  seen  skating  towards  the  group 
upon  the  ice,  and  wearing  the  racing  sweater  of  Norway.  His  face 
could  not  be  seen,  being  hidden  by  a  handkerchief  tied  over  the  lower 
part  of  his  face.  Again  the  racers  lined  up,  the  new  man  with  them. 
The  pistol  barked  sharply.  The  men  went  off  like  stags.  Lap  after 
lap  was  covered,  and  during  the  first  few  laps  the  unknown  racer  was  at 
the  end.  Then,  near  the  beginning  of  the  last  lap,  speeding  like  an 
arrow,  he  was  seen  to  overhaul  and  pass  man  after  man.  There  was 
still  the  leading  man,  Josef  Anderson,  known  for  his  speed,  to  beat.  He 
had  a  record  of  never  having  been  beaten  in  the  two  mile  race.  The 
question  now  was,  could  he  be  beaten?  He  had  for  long  been  the 
Swedish  people's  pride,  but  now  it  looked  as  if  a  Norwegian  would  beat 
him.  A  gasp  rose  from  every  Swedish  onlooker.  The  unknown  racer 
was  gradually  catching  up  with  Anderson.  Even  as  they  watch  he 
was  beaten  and  hopelessly  left  behind.  I  can  still  rememl)er  the  deafen- 
ing cheer  that  rose  from  the  people,  as  the  "dark  horse"  broke  the  tape. 

There  was  a  frantic  clamor  to  see  the  unknown  man.  Aluch  against 
his  will  his  face  was  unveiled.  Who  do  you  think  he  was?  None 
other  than  Alark  Steffanson,  the  professional  skater,  who  had  been  put 
into  gaol  by  a  false  accusation.
